He said the time that the brothers 
served with the Second Lincoln Mili¬ 
tia coincides with some of Niagara’s 
bloodiest battles — the capture of Fort 
Erie, the Battle of Chippawa, the burn¬ 
ing of St. Davids and the Battle of Lun¬ 
dy’s Lane. 

When the war was over, the soldiers 
were to receive medals — but very few 
ever did. 

The black granite 1812 Memorial 
Plaques were designed by the War of 1812 
Veterans Graveside Recognition Project 
to look similar to the medals that the sol¬ 
diers were promised but never received, 
said Pat Balasiuk, another descendant of 
Leonard Haney brothers who now lives 


in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

For the family, she said it became a 
family reunion of sorts. 

My understanding is there’s a bigger 
family reunion planned for next year,” 
Balasiuk said. 

But waiting until then to dedicate the 
plaques to the family ancestors wasn’t an 
option. 

"This was kind of impromptu really 
because of the work that Barbara had 
done discovering the War of 1812 con¬ 
nection. We felt we had to get it done 
sooner rather than later because 2014 is 
drawing to a close.”
